IJortcrs, was recently Itallcd Into couri 
and charged with contempt bcc«u.sc 
he refused lo divulge the source of 
some information which led to the 
an-est of several men In New york'a 
racketeering piolcs.vion, Wliilo his in- 
formation proved valuable lo tlic court, 
the police thought thai the source of 
inforiiiatlon would prove even ntorc 
[ valuable. They weie of course dlscoji- 
I oerted when ^Ir. Mooney steadfastly 
; refused to divulje his sources. He wa.s 
tried and convicted. He appealed and 
, the Court of Api^eals gave its decision. 
And accoiding ,to , them newspapera 
. have no right to witlihold the soiiroe 
of confidential information. 

This is an alarming state of affairs. 
In f.ict it is highly probable that half 
aic reporters in the profession are cul- 
prits. But it is very probable that 
they will remain outside the good 
r.'acss of the law rather than divulge 
the sources from vhidi they receive 
Iheir information; 

'The freedom of tlie piees is one of 
tlie most necessary tilings in our dcm- 
: ocratic state. Legislation has never 
yet been able to' legislate a check on 
its own abuses which can correspond 
• to that wielded by public opinion. And 
the press is the only means by which 
:hî public may keep informed. A 
! clieck cn legitimate' practices of the 
' press will certainly sl'fle the (fought 
i and espresslon of the limits of influ- 
1 ence of tlie press. 

When Mr. Mooney received his in- 
^ formation it was in the form of a con- 
fidence. His work based on his infor- 
, mation achieved considerable good in 
i the community. Yet he is relegated to 
the category of a convict because he 
refused to violate a confidence. Tlie 
act which the reporter pçrpçtrated 
rendered a service to the community.
